®ie_Lmid  -  1964  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
amounts  to  5,1-40,  an  increase  of  220  persons,  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  part  of  which  is  accounted  for  by  87  live  births 

?eC^ne/°fJ20  births  ovesr  the  previous  year's  figures).  There  were 
5/  deaths, (a  decrease  of  1%  Maternal  mortality  remained  at  NIL. 

Causes  of  death  were  principally  confined  to  those  diseases 
associated  with  an  ageing  population,  namely  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  system,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and 
malignant  diseases. 


Two  deaths  in  males  occurred  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus. 

Amongst  infectious  diseases  notified,  measles  was  prominent,  with 
a  total  of  26  cases  mainly  confined  to  the  winter  months.

Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rate  :  Comparabi 


Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These 
populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise 
persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence  on  the 
birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that 
a  high  proportion  of  them  in  a  population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small 
proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion 
v/ill  vary  in  different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or 
standardization  of  such  a  factor  will  give  a  truer  comparison  between 
areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these 
lines.  Multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the 
comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  compared 
with  the  orude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar  way 
to  the  above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase 
or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison  by 
sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate 
area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence 
of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate  area 
comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presenoe 
of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally 
deficient.

OPINION 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  there  is  no  chemical 
evidence  of  pollution.  There  is  not  much  difference  between  this  analysis 
and  the  last,  but  the  free  carbonic  acid  content  is  markedly  higher  and  the 
pH  is  on  the  acid  side  of  neutrality.  The  iron  content  is  too  small  to 
give  rise  to  any  deposit.  In  our  opinion  this  water  is  suitable  for 
drinking  and  general  purposes. 

The  water  is  satisfactory  in  quantity. 

Mostly  the  Urban  District  is  served  with  a  piped  supply.  Nineteen 
samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year.

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  district 
are  being  reviewed  by  Messrs.  Herbert  Batemen  &  Partners,  Consulting 
Engineers,  Norwich.  The  suggested  scheme  of  laying  a  main  sewerage 
system  for  certain  parishes  in  the  Blyth  Rural  District  including 
Coldfair  Green  has  been  amended,  and  it  is  now  proposed  to  lay  sewers 
from  these  parishes  and  including  Coldfair  Green  to  a  sewage  disposal 
works  in  the  Blyth  Rural  District. 

Schemes  are  in  preparation  for  the  extension  of  the  sewers  in 
Aldeburgh  Road,  and  Abbey  Road  and  the  enlargement  of  Sewage  Works  to 
oope  with  the  additional  volume  of  sewage  due  to  the  general  growth  and 
improvements  to  existing  properties  in  the  district.
